Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 4,2,5-7,10,9,1 1-14,16-22 renumbered 1-18 respectively are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record does not disclose, in single or in combination, means for determining if request 
packet is destined for remote bus and if so, for determining if request packet is of type 
which exceeds bandwidth capabilities of modem and rejects request packet, rejecting 
packet if it comprises isochronous request packet, a protocol repeater having means for 
ensuring data transmitted over telephone line does not exceed bandwidth capabilities of 
telephone line and determining if request packet is asynchronous or isochronous, 
rejecting the request packet from IEEE 1394 network if request packet comprises an 
isochronous request packet and transmitting the asynchronous request packet via 
telephone connection in combination with other limitations of the claims.
